Applicant asserts on page 2-3 of the amendment that Arnold fails to teach the execution frequency of each procedure in the source 
program is being updated. Furthermore, Arnold fails to define what "the weight" include and whether the DCG includes the execution 
frequency of each procedure within the source program. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with all the allegations as argued. First, Arnold (US Patent No. US 6,971 ,091) teaches "To facilitate 
online FDO the runtime measurement sub-system is augmented to capture information about the characteristics of method being 
executed. Such characteristics may include: calling context information, such as described in commonly owned co-pending U.S. patent 
application Ser. No. 09/703,530 incorporated herein by reference,..." (see col. 14, lines 51-59). Second, Arnold discloses in U.S. patent 
application Ser. No. 09/703,530, which is now US Patent No. 6,857,120 that "The DCG is a graph, where nodes represent methods and 
edges represent call sites and their target" (see col. 4, lines 41-42). Arnold further discloses in the US Patent No. 6,857,120 that "The 
DCG and CCT data structures above may have a weight associated with each edge (or each node), representing the execution frequency 
of that edge (or that node)..." (see col. 5, lines 21-30). Therefore, Arnold (US 6,971,091) teaches "...updating the weight (execution 
frequency) in the dynamic call graph..." is updating of the execution frequency. 

Examiner is entitled to give claim limitations their broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification. During patent 
examination, the pending claims must be given their broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification. Applicant always 
has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the possibility that the 
claims, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969). 
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
